The printing establishment at the 
Roman Catholic mission is kept busy 
printing religious booksin the diff- 
erent Indian languages, The print- 
ing is in svilabic character. The 
books are illustrated with engravings, 
done by Rev.Pere Girouard, and the 
printing and binding by his lordship 
Bishop Faraud. Woollen mann- 
{actures are also carried on in the 
mission, principally of shawls and 
flannel. The wool is brought in 
from Canada and St. Albert. 

Ptarmigan, pure white in color, 
Grst cousin to the prairie chicken, 
are plentiful. ‘Their presence has 
been commonly understood to mean 
a severe winter, as their favorite 
haunts are inthe barren grounds of 
the Arctic and around Hudson's 
bay. Dut in opposition to this theory 
the bears had not gone into winter 
quarters on the Ist of December. 
As a consequence the hunt of bear 
sking, usually large in the tall, 
amounting to some hundreds of skius, 
has beon very small, 
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Gold on the Saskatchowan. 


It isa well known fact the bed 
of the Saskatchewan contains a rich 
deposit of gold dust. This has been 
worked by miners and settlers here 
tur the past twenty years and has 
been a considerable souree ot profit 
to them and of service to the district 
Mining is still, though not so_profit- 
ably, carried on, the average wages 
beiug from four to-six dellars a day 
Uatil now mining has chiefly been 
confined to the river bars at low 
water, but Mr. Jerome Boudreau, 
ot New Brunswick, who spent last 
seasun here, by means of tunnels ex- 
cavated into the flats, or what is 
naturally supposed to have been the 
original bed of the river, and discov- 
ered that the sediments there con- 
tained as rich deposits as the new 
bars. Hisexperimeuts have shown 
that the yield was from one dollar 
and forty cents to two dollars and 
fifty cents per cubie yard. Having 
ascertained and convinced himself of 
these facts he lett here last month 
for Winnipeg with the intention of 
purchasing machinery to operate 
hex¢ spring ona large scale. Tae 
polntat which he was experimenting 
is known as Pointe le Pied, and has 
been known by the old miners aere 
for a long time past to be very rich.
